Aerial Navigation 


A London despatch quotes Dr. Alex- 
ander Graham-Bell as stating that it 
was only a question of a brief period

“My expectation,” said Dr, Bell, '‘is 
that an airship will be perfected capable 
of making 150 to 200 milesan hour. My 
opinion, howeyer, is that the next step 
in aerial flight will take the form of 


‘such improvements as will make pos- 


sible the creation of aeria) battleships. 

The actual problem of the navigation 
of the air has already been solved by 
the Wright Bros. Naturally there will 
be development along commercial lines, 
a feature of which will be a great in- 
crease in speed, but the most attention 
will be paid to adapting airships to the 
purposes of war. My belief is that 
America will be the first country to 
perfect aerial battleships. This belief is 
based on inside information, and from 
the source I get reliable statements on 
which I base my prediction of the early 
production of an airship of enormous 
speed, 

Tam confident that it will not be long 
before flying machines will be every- 
where. The developments of the next 
few months will be unprecedented, but 
the most interesting point is that only 
very few know how near America is 
right now to solving a question which 
will revolutionize warfare throughout 
the world. I mean the construction of 
a practical aerial battleship,”

FEED AT CALVING TIME. 


The performance of a dairy cow dur- 
ing ‘the period of lactation depends 
largely on the care she receives at the 
close of her lactation period until she 
semes in full milk again.

strain at that period. Do not allow the 
calves to remain with the cows but for 
a short time. The calves should be taken

IRISH IMMIGRATION. 


An Increase of Nearly 5,000 Last Year 

Over 1905. 
of emigration from Ireland 
exhibited an increase last year, the total 
number who left the country being 35, 
918, or 4,746 more than in 1905. Taking 
the. natives of Ireland alone, the emi- 
prants numbered 35,344, or 4,668 more 
{han in the previous year, this exodus 
representing 8.1 per 1,000 of the esti. 
mated population. Still, {he figure is 
below the. quinquennial average. 

Of the tolal number going out last 
year there were 19.643 males and 16,275 
female emigrants, and it is of interest 
te note that of the 17,825 male record- 
ed as aged fifteen and upwards, 58.6 
per cent. are described as “laborers. 
There were 14,533 girls and women, aged 
fifleen years and upwards, and of these 
68.2 per cent. are returned as “servants.” 

The bullk of the Irish-born -$1,279, or 
88.5 per cent.—left for the colonies 1r 
foreign countries, the remainder—4,065, 
or 11.5 per cent. proceeding to Great 
Britain.

“For instance, a new red brick will 
absorb one pint of water. After the 
yenom has been taken into the circu- 
lation the madstone is worthless, but 
as the victim is usually filled with 
whisky or alcohol at the same time the 
stone Is being used the spirits may 
counteract the effect of the poison, 

“T know of a stone which has a wide 
reputation and makes a good living for 
the family owning it. They never let 
it go out of their sight, and when the 
victim cannot be taken to the stone 
one member of the family can be hired 
to take the stone to the victim. In ad- 
dition to traveling expenses, they 
charge $5 for the application and $2 
each hour that the stone 
sticks. = 
_ “This stone is busy a large part of 
the time. Not long since the stone held 
to a man’s leg for over 100 hours, yet 
His life could have 
been saved if dependence had not been

THE SPHINX. 


Nothing by Which We Can Accurately 
Tell Its Ago. 

The great sphinx of Gizeh bears no 
Inseription by which we can tell its 
date, In 1816 Cayiglla, who in mod 
ern times was the first to clear away 
the sand, found between Its paws & 
stela of the reign of Thothmes IV., 
and therefore it was belieyed that the 
sphinx was carved by that monarch 
But In 1858 the excayations of Marl- 
ette uncovered a stela bearing the 
uname of Cheops, on which is a refer- 
ence to the sphinx. ‘The inseription 1s 
e¥idently of a late period, but is sup 
posed to be an exact copy of an an 
clent earying, and the translation seem 
@l to place the sphinx earlier than the 
pyramids and consequently to prove it 
the most ancient piece of work In the 
world. Still there remained four lines 
earyed on the base whieh could not 
be read, but M. Daressy deciphered 
them, and it appears that the inserip- 


tion is in two parts. In the earlier 
lines there is no mention of the sphinx, 
but the lines which date from the Per- 
sian occupation mention the repair of 
the sphinx. ‘There is, therefore, noth- 
ing by which we can tell the date of 
the monument, and the only evidence 
we have is the hesddress of the Colos- 
sus. Its hood is ornamented behind 
with three bands, a large one between 
two smaller bands. Now, this is a- 
fashion which only existed toward the 
end of the twelfth dynasty in the 
reigns of Usurtesen III, and Amenem- 
het III, As this family showed much 
zeal for the god ILarmaklin, whose por- 
trait the sphinx is, it is probable that 
the monument is the work of Amenem- 
het I1I.—London Globe. 


THE WALRUS ON LAND. 


Is Just About as Helpless as a 
Canalboat Would Be. 

As might be expected, a walrus is 
about as helpless on land as a canal- 
boat. It is with no little difficulty and 
much hitching and floundering that he 
drags his huge bulk upon a sandy shore 
even with the boosting he gets from be- 
hind by the breakers as they roll in 
and dash against him. His hind flip- 
pers are of little use on land, and on 
saud or pebbles, where his front flip- 
pers do not hold well, the labor of 
floundering forward is so great that he 
neyer stirs beyond the edge of the wa- 
ter and usually lies with his body half 
awash, with the salt spray dashing 
over him like torrents of rain. On 
solid rock or ice he gets along much 
better, and often a herd will spread 
several rods back from the water's 
edge. 2 

The females and younger walruses 
have far less development of neck to 
incumber them and therefore enjoy 
more freedom of motion than the old 
males, who actually seem a great bur- 
den to themselves. These creatures are 
strictly social in their habits and al- 
ways go in herds, whether traveling, 
feeding, fighting or resting ashore. In 
the days before the slaughter of all 
living creatures became a ruling pas- 
sion in the breast of man the Pacific

PUZZLES IN NATURE. 


Some of the Seeming Contraditions 
That Science Encounters. 

The man of science, like the man of 
law, has brought before him many an 
anomaly; but, unlike the judge or the 
advocate, he knows that the contradic- 
tions he studies are only such in seem- 
ing. He feels confident that nature at 
the core is in agreement with herself, 
Any day, he believes, these apparent 
contradictions may be resolved into 
eases of detected Jaw, not simple 
enough to disclose itself to aught but 
the most rigorous analysis. £ 

In the realm of heat it seems that 
certain rules of radiation, conduction, 
boiling points and the like are general, 
not universal. In most cases they act 
as if alone; in a few cases their effect 
is masked by causes as yet not under- 
stood. Let a few cases as perplexing 

-as that of the alloys under refrigera- 
tion be briefly recounted. 

Common solder has a lower melting 
point than any of its ingredients. Sul- 
phur fuses at 120 C. and thickens again 
at 220 C. When steel is heated and 
dipped into cold water it is hardened; 
the same treatment softens copper. 
While almost every substance expands 
with heat, rubber shrinks. 
cases electrical conductivity is impair- 
ed by increase of temperature, yet a 
carbon. pencil rises to an almost three- 
fold augmentation of conductivity 
when brought to incandescence in an 
electric lamp. 


We may be well assured that when | 
these anomalies are resolved the ex-. 


planations will bear in their train oth- 
er difficulties for research yet more 
subtle. Science never does worthier 
work than where, as here, she points 
to her own unfinished walls and bids 
the student as a privilege and a duty 
to supply their gaps as best he may.—

SPEED OF FISHES. 


Tarpon, Shark and Mackerel Are the 


Swiftest of Swimmers. S 


When scientists desire to find out 
how fast a certain bird flies, it is nec- 
essary only to set up poles and note 
by stop watches the time the bird re- 
quires to\ cross the interval. The speed 
of fishes is more difficult to ascertain. 
Nevertheless, as the Saturday Byen- 
ing Post explains, estimates have been 
made showing that the mackerel, con- 
sidering its handicap in size, comes 
close to being the champion racer. 

Unquestionably the mackerel travels 
sometimes as fast as an express train 
at high speed—say, at the rate of sixty 
or possibly seventy miles an hour. 
Other things being equal, the larger 
the fish the faster it swims, just as the 
huge steamboat is able to travel at a 
speed much greater than the little har- 
bor tug. : + 

Undoubtedly ‘the energy employed 
by a fish of great size, such as a thirty 
foot shark, when traveling at its best 
gait is something tremendous. An or- 
dinary tug, which represents a maxi- 
mum of energy in a minimum of bulk, 
utilizes about 200 horsepower. Of 
course it is only a guess, but it would 
not seem to be over the mark to sup- 
pose that a seyenty foot whale makes 
use of 500 horsepower when it propels: 
its huge bulk through the water at a 
rate of thirty miles an hour. 

A whale, which is a mammal and not 
a fish, might be compared to a freight 
train if the shark is a cannon ball ex- 
press, but it can beat the fastest “ocean 
greyhound” in a speed contest. - 

The tarpon is probably faster than 
“the shark, It is believed that a tarpon, 
in a hurry can travel at the rate of 
eighty miles an hour.

FIGHT AT SANTIAGO DE CUBA. 


United States Sailors Attacked by Chilian 
Police. 


A despatch from Santiago de Cuba 
Says: A conflict between police and 
Sailors of the United States cruiser Taco- 
ma look place here after an orderly ban- 
quet, which was given at the Cafe Leon 
de Oro by a number of firsl-class seamen 
of the cruiser. ‘The sailors say they were 
returning to their ship in a reasonably 
sober condition, when they were sudden- 
ly attacked by the police with revolvers 
and machetes.

Desert Plants. 

Plants of the gesert, as a rule, pos- 
sess few leaves, the cactus, for in- 
stance, being mostly spines. There is 
a very good reason for the lack of 
leaves in desert plants. The object is 
to check the transferation of moiSture 
by offering as small a surface as pos- 
sible to the dry air. For the same rea- 
son the roots of desert plants usually 
run deep into the soil so that they can 
suck up all the available moisture. In 
some instances the leaves assume a 
vertical position and thus avoid the 
direct rays of the burning desert sun. 
On the other hand, the leaves of trees 
in yery wet countries are provided 
with points—such-as the maple—from 
which the rain drops off. Were the 
leaves flattc. the rain would collect 
and make rier rot.

Pure gold is unaffected by the 4«mos- 
phere either at ordinary temperatures 
or when the metal is heated. It is also 
proof against the action of common 
acids when used singly. Moreover, it 
confers its properties more or less upon 
copper and silyer when these metals 
are alloyed with it. Thus, for example, 
twelve karat gold will withstand the 
action of nitric acid and the atmos- 
phere at ordinary temperature, but 
some of the copper will be oxidized 
during annealing. Nine parts of gold 
may be alloyed with ten parts of plat- 
inum in an ordinary crucible and fire, 
but such an alloy will not be uniform. 
A larger proportion of platinum will 
free itself from the gold on solidifica- 
tion, and a homogeneous alloy of the 
two metals cannot be obtained._Jewel- 
ers’ Circular-Weekly.

KEEPING FIELD ACCOUNTS, 

Many poges of agricultural literatura 
havo been wisely devoted to urging far- 
mem to keep account of tho different 
members of their dairies, to the end that 
the cows that do not show no profit may 
be disposed of, and those thal show a 
proper balance be used to advantage in 
building up a more profitable herd 
writes Mr, [. K, Mooreland, In all 
probability, farmers who have followed 
this advice carefully and consistently for 
a few years have found the practice 
much to their advantage. In no-other 
Way than by o careful account can a 
farmer tell which of his cows is kept at a 
loss and which, by their superior produc- 
liveness, are bearing the burden of a lot 
of worthless animals in order to show a 
little profit for the entire dairy, 

But there is another way in which the 
practice of keeping such an account may 
well result in great profit. Our farm {s 
divided into flelds of different sizes for 
the convenience of diversified agricul- 
lure. Different portions of the farm may 
thus be pastured or devoted to grain or 
grass growing. It is doubtful if many 
farmers know, except in a general way, 
which of their flelds are most productive, 
ov the extent to which they are so, and 
Which flelds barely pay the cost of taxes 
and cultivation. 

Not a great way from the barn the 
ordinary farmer may have a field which 
Will, in ordinary seasons, give from two 
to three tons of cured hay to the acre,

share of fertilizers and have been de- 
voted to crops that would pay better 
than the more remote fields. 

At this time of the year, the 
farmer, if he is thoughtful and takes care 
te plan out his worl carefully for the 
future, should consider this subject care- 
fully and keep an account this year of 
just what each fleld costs in the way of 
labor, seed and fertilizer and at harvest 
time just what such a field produces in 
the way of crops. 

I dare say that on many farms the 
farmer, if he pursues this idea carefully 
and continuously, will find: a large por- 
tion of his farm is actually not paying 
expenses of cultivating. Generally speak- 
ing, the fact that one choice acre of the 
farm will produce two and a half or 
three tons of cured hay per acre and 
another acre more remote from the barn 
will produce only half a ton, ought to 
ccnvince a thoughtful farmer that he 
himself is responsible for the deficiency. 
Other things being equal, the remote 
acre should produce as much in the way 
of crops as any other acre, It is certain- 
ly a slipshod way of carrying on the 
farm, that the barnyard manure should 
be dumped around in the fields near the 
farm buildings because too much labor 
is required to draw it to the more dis- 
tant parts of the farm. These being, in 
ail probability, actually hungry for the 
manure, would respond more freely to 
generous use of manure and more thor- 
ough cultivation. 

The farmer himself, when this is called 
to his attention, may have a general idea 


of the different results from the different | 


parts of the farm, but the systematic and 
cureful method of keeping account with 
the different fields of the farm will be the 
best way to bring this directly home to 
the farmer himself and result more 
quickly in a change of treatment. 


GROWING YOUNG CHICKS. 


Tho first feed for young chicks should 
be bread soaked in sweet milk, squeezed 
dry in the hand and crumbled. After 
the first few feeds give some good pre- 
pared chick feed, Keep water before 
them from’ the very first in a drinking 
fountain. Give them a small grass run 
as soon as possible, and enlarge it as 
the chicks lear the way back to the 
brooder, One can give free range very 
early, and the chieks will run home to 
{he brooder whenever they get cold. 
Keep good heef scrap, grit and pure wa- 
ter where they can get it always. Give 
plenty of grass run exercise and shade. 
On hot summer days shade-is absolutely 
necessary, trees and bushes making the 
best. 

As the chickens grow larger, wheat 
eracked corn and good wheat or pea 
screenings can be mixed with the chick 
feed, and finally the chick feed slopped 
enlirely, other grains taking ils place. 
Be sure always to give a variety of feed 
if possible. When the chicks no longer 
need the warmth of the brooder, remove 
and place in light, clean and airy houses, 
They grow so fast thal they soon out- 
grow their houses unless these are large. 
Kkeep the coops siveet, clean and free 
from lice, to prevent all kinds of ail- 
ments. Birds cannot pick bugs and 
worms enough to supply all animal mat- 
{or they require, What if your neighbor 
does raise 25 or 50 on corn and neglect 
and Jaugh at beef scraps, wheat, ete. ? 
Where such flocks can get enough bugs 
and worms {0 supply needed animal 
food, 100 would he half starved. Under- 
sized fowls would be the result. Always 
supply with green feed, such as cabbage, 
lettuce, etc. Milk is very good for young 
as well as old stock, but should never 
tuke the place of waler,

Corby’s Distillery and Grist Mill 
Destroyed. 


A despatch from Belleville says: At 
on early hour on Sunday morning the 
large stone distillery and grist mill cf 
the H. Corby Company was reduced by 
fire fo o mass of smouldering ruins. The 
premises are situated at the Village of 
Corbyville, which is upwards of five 
miles north of the city. The distillery 
was bulll upon the banks of the River 
Moira many years ogo by the late Mr.

The Emperor of Germany has a de- 
olacd desire to promote temperance and 
simple living among officers of the army 
and navy, as recently manifested by an 
imperial note circulated among the re- 
giments. The note, which emanates 
from the emperor direct, states that 
during a midday meal which the kai- 
rer attended at one of the regimental 
messes he was extremely annoyed to 
see the luxuriousness and profuseness 
displayed in regard to table delicacies, 
including French champagne, 

In his note the emperor expresses 4 
desire tantamount to a command that 
when he is present at any regimental 
meal the menu should be restricted to 
suup, fish, vegetables, toast, cheese and

The strangest fact about that curious 
group of bodies called poisons is that 
sometimes they are not poisons, Of 
course every knows that when 
kept under control by the skillful hand 
of the physician poisons are most val- 
uable medicines, But few persons aré 
aware of the still more curious fact 
that poisons when taken by certain an- 
imals eyen in large quantities are quite 
harmless. 

Yet, strange as it may seem, this is 
perfectly true, Take, for instance, the 
hedgehog. This bristly little animal is 
absolutely poison proof, It can eat 
without discomfort as much oplum as 
a hardened Chinese can smoke in a 
fortnight arid can wash a meal down 
with as much prussic acid as would 
kill a regiment of soldiers. It is ca- 
pable of swallowing arsenic with just 
as much relish as it eats cockroaches. 
It is quite immune to the yenom of the 
snake, though the prickly hedgehog 
has little need to fear the approach of 
such a reptile. It has eyen been stated 
that it can swallow corrosive subli- 
mate, and yet this is a yirulent poison 
which-human beings must handle with 
caution, for even a solution of it exter- 
nally applied has been known to cause 
death, : 

Cyanide of potassium is another 
deadly substance of which the hedge- 
hog need have no fear, and yet the 
merest trace of the poison is sufficient 
to cause a full grown man to foam at 
the mouth and lose the power of his 
limbs. Truly the hedgehog is a strange 
freak, and yet not so inexplicable as 
the poisons by which he refuses to be 


one 


poisoned. 


Man is said to resemble the monkey 
{n more ways than one; but, whatever 
characteristics they may haye in com- 
mon, the ape differs from the human 
being in this respect—he can take with 
impunity as much strychnine as would 
kill two men instantly. The monkey, 
curiously enough, shares the immunity 
to strychnine poisoning with inverte- 
brate animals. Another phenomenon is 
the rat. The nurober of rat poisons 
sold by druggists is legion, but there is 
one poison which neyer enters into 
digitalin, 
the active principle of the foxgloye. 
One-half grain of this poisonous prin- 
ciple suffices to kill 2 man within three 
quarters of an hour, but the rat abse- 
lutely refuses to let it kill him. 

When it is discovered that a human 
being has swallowed oxalie acid, the 
first thing the doctor does is to give his 
unfortunate patient a good dose of 
chalk, technically known as calcium 
carbonate. Strange to relate, chickens 
are not poisoned by oxalic acid, for the 
simple reason that their intestines con- 
tain the antidote in the form of quan- 
tities of calcium, which combine with 
the poison and render it quite barm- 
less. It is interesting, however, to 
mention that if oxalie acid is injected 
into the blood of a fowl it would be 
poisoned, It is only when giyen by the 
mouth that the acid comes in contact 
with the antidote. Tloweyer, as chick- 
ens are not provided with hypodermie 
syringes, they are not likely to run any 
danger. 

If China were inhabited by pigeons 
instead of by people who speak pigeon 
English, a costly war and no end of 
controversy might have been averted,

On the other hand,'the manufactur- 
er may decide that he cannot afford to 
throw the faulty casting on one side, 
and in order to cover the defect it is 
put in the open air to rust, The weath- 
er will most likely be found to have 
filled the crack by the time the cast- 
ing is required, and no one outside the 
foundry will have known of its exist- 
ence until perhaps it causes a vessel to 
become disabled. And, as it*is almost 
impossible to tell afterward how the 
crack originated, the maker is quite 
secure from blame. 

One of the most sensational scandals 
which haye agitated the engineering 
world for some years past came to 
light not long ago in connection with 
the building of a great battleship. 
After a trial trip she was found to be 
somewhat leaky, and an examination 
of some of the plates forming the side 
of the vessel revealed the startling fact 
that the rivets had been put in the 
holes cold and simply calked. 

When a ship’s plates are riveted to- 
gether, it is usual not only of course to 
drive the rivets in red hot, but also to 
calk them over with a special composi- 
tion as an extra caution against leak- 
age.

Still less would he recognize in the 
Indomitable, launched at Glasgow any- 
thing akin to the long, low, rakish ves- 
sels that did duty for cruisers a hundred 
years ago. Indeed, this latest and most 
expensive addition fo the British fleet— 
she will cost when complete not far short 
of $8,750,000—is a cruiser in name only. 
She could tackle any battleship afloat, 
except the Dreadnoght. She would haye 
been able, had she been in existence 
when Trafalgar was fought, to have, de- 
stroyed with the most perfect ease, and 
without herself suffering the slightest 
damage, the three fleets of sixty sail of 
the line that met in deadly conflict on 
that memorable October day.

- Terrible Death of Prominent 
Prince Edward Man 


A terrible and fatal accident took 
place shortly before six o’clock last 
Friday evening in the township of Hal- 
lowell, in the county of Prince Edward, 
which resulted in the death in a horrible 
manner of Mr. Elisha Huff, one of the

THE COLD BATH. 


Many Men Say They Like It, but They 
Don't Like It. 

In a paper read at a meeting of an 
association for the study of tuberecu- 
losis an eminent doctor sald that one 
of the curious facts connected with the 
practice of the cold bath in the morn- 
ing is that so many of its votaries pos- 
itively declare that they enjoy it. He 
contends that they do not and cannot 
enjoy it. The doctor is doubtless night 
as far ns he goes, but he does not go 
far enough. He misses the main point, 
perhaps the only point worth empha- 
sizing. 

Tere is abundant reason to believe 
that the most curious fact connected 
with the cold bath in the morning is 
that so many people who insist that 
they enjoy it do not take it, There is 
vicarious atonement, and there is also 
vicarious bathing, and it is a very easy 
matter to enjoy a bath that is not tak- 
en, the bath of somebody else. Almost 
anybody gifted with a little imagina- 
tion can sing the praises of a cold bath 
in the morning. ‘There are the pleasu- 
rable, even delightful, shudders of the 
first dip and splash; the brisk rub with 


a coarse crash towel; the warm, health | 


giving glow; the new man feeling, ex- 
hilarating, uplifting, as one gets into 
his attire for the day’s work, and, 
above all, the sense of cleanliness im- 
parted by the cold bath every morning. 

And it is equally easy to take a cold 
bath every. morning. It only remains 
to turn on the hot water faucet and 


enter the tub. Or both faucets may be 


turned on and, without entering the 
tub, one may stir the water violently 
with his hands, draw long breaths and 
not perceptibly, but audibly. 
It will all sound remarkably lifelike, 


this performance, wonderfully like tak- 
ing a cold bath. Even an alert and sus- 
picious sentinel, stationed at the door, 
his ear delicately attuned to what is 
going on within, may be readily de- 
ceived by the cold bath in the morning. 
Contemplate, some broiling August 
forenoon, the man who telJs you that 
he fairly revels in the cold bath on 
winter mornings as he gingerly steers 
his bare feet through the ripples that 
are lazily lapping the beach at a shore 
resort, and believe in him: and trust 
him if you can, Watch him advance 
as if he were going to meet his doom, 
hesitate, glance shoreward longingly.

remembers that he must wet his head 
if he would ayoid a chill, and he pauses 
to shampoo his hair in the sad sea 
wavyes—this hero of a thousand frigid 
baths on a thousand frozen mornings!

Square Cap or Berretta Hood Survival 
of the Ancient Cope. 
Academie costume wis originally the 
ordinary dress of the period in whieh 
it fs prescribed. Medineynal statutes 
were directed to the wearlng of 
any particular but agalust ex- 
| travagant taste delicicuecles of 
dress. At Ileidelberg, for instance, stu 
dents were forbidden to go out without 
boots “unless clad in a garinent renech- 
ing to the heels.” The most purely 
faecndemie part of the costume wus the 
Square cap or berretta, with a tuft on 
the top (in lieu of the very 
tassel), which was the 
badge of the mastership. Its posses- 
sion was much coveted, and, uccording 
to one authority, “it is only in post 
mediaeval times that the berretta, first 
Without, then with, the sacred ‘apex,’ 
has been usurped, first by bachelors, 
then by undergraduates. and now (out« 
side the universities): by mere choris- 
ters or school boys.” The gown, or 
toga, on the other hand, was an un- 
official robe or cassock of various col- 
ors, the fayorite at Oxford’ being 
“green, blue or blood color.” 

The hood is a survival of the ancient 
cappa, or cope, which is still to be seen 
in the official robes of the chancellor of 
Cambridge. It formed part of the gar- 
ment, like the cowl of.a monk's robe, 
amd owas not restricted to graduates, 
being the ordinary clerical dress, and 
not even exclusively clerical. “It is 
only the material of the hood whieh 
| was characteristic of degree or office,” 
the use of mineyer, for instance, being 
| confined to masters, “Silk hoods ¢ame 
in perhaps toward the end of the four- 
teenth century as a summer alterna- 
tiye for masters, whose winter fur 
hoods were something more than an 
honorary appendage in the unwarmed 
schools and churches of mediaeval 
times?” At Oxford undergraduates lost 
their hoods in 1480, but it was not till 
“about the beginning of Queen Bliza- 
beth’s reign” that the masters and 
stewards of incorporated societies, who 
also wore them, “cast them off their 
heads and hung them on their shoul- 
ders.”—Dundee Advertiser. 


TAILORS IN A RIOT. 


Refused to Permit a Performance That 
; Satirized Their Craft. 
In 1769 Woote had produced a bur- 
lesque, the author of which has never 
been discovered, entitled “The Tailors; 
a Tragedy For Warm Weather.” Dow- 
ton announced the revival of this piece’ 
for his benefit, As the titie implies, it 
was a satire upon the sartorial craft, 
and upon the bills being issued an in- 
_dignation meeting was conyened by the 
‘knights of the needle, who vowed- to 
oppose the performance by might and 
main. - _ ; : 

_ Menacing letters were sent to Dow- | 
ton telling him that 17,000 tailors 
would attend to his piece, and one, 
who signed himself “Death,” added 
that 10,000 men could be found if nec- 
essary. These threats were laughed 
at by the actors, but when night came 
it was discovered that the craft were 
in earnest and that with few excep- 
tions they had contrived to secure ey- 
ery seat in the house, while a mob 
without still squeezed for admission. 
The moment Dowton appeared upon 
the stage there was a hideous uproar | 
and some one threw a pair of shears 
at him, 

' Not a word would the rioters listen 
to, nor would they accept any compro- 
mise in the way of changing the piece, 
Within howled and hissed without in- 
termission hundreds of exasperated 
tailors; outside howled and bellowed 
thousands of raging tailors, who at 
tempted to storm the house. So for- 
midable did the riot wax that a mag- 
istrate had to be sent for and special 
constables called out, but these were 
helpless against overwhelming odds, so 
a troop of life guards was ultimately 
Summoned, who, after making sixteen 
prisoners, put the rest to flight.

WHEN BOSTON SHOOK. 
An Earthquake That Rocked the City 
November, 1755, 

On November 18, 1755, “a little after 
4 on a serene and pleasant night,” 
soston was roused by an earthquake 
which lasted nearly five minutes, A 
writer of the times gives an account 
of the catastrophe, and Rey. Henry 
White quotes it in his “Early History 

of New England:’” 

One hundred chimneys were leveled 
to the roofs of the houses and fifteen 
hundred were shattered in part, The 
streets were covered with bricks which 
had fallen. The ends of brick houses 
were thrown down. 

It was first introduced with a noise 
like several coaches rattling over paye- 
ments, or rather like many cart loads 
of paving stones thrown down. The

Cheaper School Books 


The tenders for the publication for 
eighteen months, from June next, of the 
public school readers, has been awarded 
to the Canada Publishing Company, of 
Toronto, of which Mr. S, G. Beatty is 
president. This decision was announc- 
ed by the Hon, Dr. Pyne, Minister of 
Education, at the close of a cabinet 
meeting on hursday afternoon. The 
prices offered by the company are far 
lower than even the most sanguine 
members of the cabinet had hoped for. 
In the case of part one of the First 
Reader the company’s tender for retail 
price is fiye cents, which is exactly one- 
half of the present price, Jor the other 
four readers of the series the price is in 
every instance, below one-half, In ad- 
dition, there is a discount of twenty-five 
percent on one or more copies bought 
direct from the publishers, and an extra 
discount of ten percent on all quantities 
purchased of the value of $250 and up- 
wards. On the basis of the official re- 
ports of last years’s attendance, it was 
figured out by one cabinent minister 
that if only one reader is purchasd by 
every pupil in the respective forms, 
there will be an actual aggregate cash 
saving to the parents who have to pro- 
vide the money for the books of $60,000 
a year, As showing the difference in 
cost, it may be stated that while a set 
of the old readers cost $1.15, under the 
new coutract the price will be just 49 
cents,

Argus that some of the business men of 
Stirling have formed a company to in- 
stall a rural telephone line in that dis- 
trict, I would like to give them my very 
best wishes for success in the enterprise.

It is some- 
thing decidedly new in this country, 
but it very well liked. The automatic 
telephone does away with a person to 
attend the switch-board, and the con- 
nections are made much quicker than 
on a manual exchange. 

As Stirling is my home town I like 
very much to see it pushing ahead, and, 
as long as it trys to better itself the 
future looks bright indeed. 

At this age telephony has been re- 
duced to such a science, and there are 
SO many companies making telephone 
supplies, that one has a very wide range 
from which to choose the kind of system 
they wish to install.

What is known as a “sneak current” 
from an electric wire or conduit corres- 
ponds to a leakage in the case of a gas 
or water main.

While railway wrecks in Canada 
from broken rails have not been pro- 
portionately so numerous as in the 
United States, stil) they have been 
numerous enough to demand a rigid 
investigation from the railway commis- 
sion.

usual elaborate official language, ac- 
companied by. circulars giving. extracts 
from the penal code relative. to in- 
fringements of the salt monopoly. 

Vinally, after months of waiting, the 
professor was enabled to haye some 
casks filled with salt water at a des- 
ignated point on the seashore, of 
course under the supervisiqn of anoth- 
er official, who duly issued a permit 
for the transportation of the liquid into 
the interior. 


COSTLY RAZORS. 


Some Gold Handled That Sell For $50. 
Handles of Silver and of Ivory. 

If a man were content to shaye him- 
self with a razor baying a hard rubber 
handle, as indeed most men are, he 
could buy one with a blade of very ex- 
cellent quality for a dollar, but there 
are razors far more expensiye than 
this. 

Thus there are sold razors with han- 
dles of 18 carat gold and of plain 
smooth finish that bring $50 each. A 
pair of such razors in a plain silver 
box can be bought for a hundred dol- 
lars, 

But $50 is not the limit of what one 
may pay for a gold handled razor. If 
the handle were elaborately chased its 
cost might mount up to twice that, or 
$200 fora pair, — 

There are also sold, among those 
more expensire, silver handled razors 
which range in price from $6.50 to 
$30 each, $6.50 being the price for one 
with a plain silver handle, while those 
more costly have their handles more or 
less elaborately chased or caryed. 

A man who did not altogether like a 
hard rubber handled razor might find 
his fancy suited with one having a 
handle of ivory, and an ivory handled 
razor need mot necessarily be expen- 
sive. A razor with a plain ivory han- 
dle can be bought for $2. Of course 
any carving would add to the cost.

Nor is the statue 
carried in Augustus’ triumph, which 
had an asp upon it, any proof of his 
belief in it, since the snake was the 
emblem of BEgyptian royalty. The 
statue (or the crown) of Cleopatra 
could not haye been without one, and 
this was probably the origin of the 
whole story. : 


Deaf Dogs Are Rare. 

People have_been known to excuse 
watch dogs for dereliction of duty on 
the ground that the dogs might be 
hard of hearing. This excuse ought 
not to go. A veterinary surgeon of 
Cleveland remarked that in his thir- 
ty-five years’ experience he had neyer 
heard of a deaf dog. His remark led 
to inquiries among two or three other 
veterinaries and not one had ever 
heard of a dog that couldn’t hear. 
When a watch dog or any other dog 
doesn’t hear a man that is prowling 
about the house it is because it doesn’t 
want to hear. Horses are frequently 
treated by veterinaries for deafness, 
and eyen cats are hard of hearing oc- 
casionally, but deaf dogs seem to be 
unknown in Cleyeland at least.—Cleve- 
land Plain Dealer.
